The coaches 
in which they were travelling remained on the 
rails, stopped by action of the brake. The per- 
manent way was torn up for three hundred 
yards, the rails twisted, and some fishplates 
and bolts wrenched from the rails. The 
engine lies in a ditch at the bottom of the 
embankment with her right-hand side buried 
im the earth. She lost her smoke stack and 
her condenser dome and cab were badly 
crushed. The engine carried away a tele- 
graph pole, and communication along the 
entire section was interrupted for several 
hours. Breakdown gangs quickly arrived on 
the scene, and worked all through the night. 
It is expected that the service will be re- 
sumed to-morrow.

SWIMMER ALL NIGHT 
ON A BUOY 
tin dalle 
RESCUED BY A STEAMER 


A young Briton Ferry man, Emyris Rees 
(20), was landed at Swansea early yester- 
day by a Danish steanter after spending 
the best part of the night clinging to a 
buoy in Swansea Bay. 

On Saturday night he left in a small 
boat, which capsized in a rather choppy 
sea. He began to swim for the shore, 
but found that the distance was too much 
for him, and so made for a buoy in the 
bay. He clung to the buoy throughout the 
night until about 3 a.m., when his plight 
was noticed by men on the steamer, and 
he was taken off. 

Upon landing he appeared to be little 
the worse for his adventure, and was able 
to leave for his home. 

Rees told a reporter last night that 

friends had gone on holiday to the 
Mumbles, and he wanted to be with them. 
He took a sailing boat, therefore, from the 
river on Saturday night and intended 
sailing there ‘‘ on his own.” 
‘“ I left Giant’s Grave,”’ he-said, “ about 
7 p.m. with the tide half-way out and a 
fresh wind blowing. When I got as far 
as the Bell Buoy, about three-quarters of 
a mile off Swansea, some of the ballast in 
the boat shifted, which caused the water 
to rush in so fast that I could do nothing 
to prevent it, and the boat began to sink 
with her bow standing up. 


ARRIVAL OF THE STEAMER 


“1 clung to the bow for about twenty 
minutes, and as I could hold on no longer 
I determined to let go and swim for land. 
I got so exhausted, however, and swallowed 
mouthfuls of water that I turned back to 
the boat, whose bows were still sticking 
up. I hung on there for about ten 
minutes, and could see that my only hope 
to save myself was to swim for the Bell 
Buoy, which was about three-quarters of 
a mile away. 

“1 had my clothes on, but I had to 
shed them while in the water. Fortunately 
I am a good swimmer. After a hard 
struggle I managed to get to the buoy at 
about 8 o'clock, when I held on and ex- 
pected to have to remain there all night. 
At 3 o'clock this morning a steamer hove 
in sight and I managed to clamber to the 
top of the buoy and shouted as hard as I 
could.

A mical chemist, Mr. A. C. Harris, 

Dulwich, London, has won the Royal 
Society of Arts prize of £25 for the best 
communication on “ Proposals for the Reduc- 
tion of Road Accidents.’’ 

Some of Mr. Harris’s proposals are : 
Roads under the control of a single body ; 
One-way traffic between towns wherever 

possible ; 

Public transport running underground as far 
as practicable in congested areas; 
Driving tests for motorists imvolved 
accidents. 
The Council of the Society invited papers

from anyone resident in Bntftain, and the 
prize was awarded to Mr. Harris, whose 
communication was approved’ by the 


scrutineers as the best of the seventy-nine 
submitted. 

Ir. Harris considers that no amount of 
‘Safety First” teaching, however admirable 
its purpose, can replace a thoroughly sound 
scheme of accident prevention. 


CONTROL OF ROADS 


In his paper he suggests that the roads 
should be under the control of a single body, 


country. 

Nothing can be more distressing, 
remarks, than the present lack of co-ordina- 
tion. Authorities should not be wasting valu- 
able time and energy in arguments regarding 
precedence when human lives are at stake. 

All expenses of the body for road main- 
tenance and control should be met first, of 
all, by applying all the proceeds of the Road 
Fand for the purpose, and then the balance 


should be supplied from riiional and not 
local funds. Road traffic beeomes more 
national every year, and it is unfair that a 
small town, because it is a junction for main 
roads, should have to maintain. special 
facilities at local cost, 

Traffic regulators should, Mr. Harris adds, 
be recruited by the central authoritv, and 
the police relieved of this thankless task. 

The first task of the new central body— 
which might be called the Roads Control 
Board—would be to survey toad conditions 
completely throughout the country. Stan- 
han of satety would be laid down as 
regards the condition of the roads, and in 
every instance where these were not reached 


the road would be scheduled for alteration 
and repair. 
DIVIDING THE COUNTRY 


The paper also suggests that the country 
should be divided into four main groups :— 
(a) congested areas; (b) main road areas; 
(c) suburban areas; and (d) rural areas. 
A standard for each type of district should 
be set up, to which all roads in the division 
should conform Bad road conditions, which 
include greasy surfaces, rough surfaces, and 
badly constructed roads, are the canse of 
many accidents, and an improvement is long 
overdue, the paper adds, 

Mr. Harris regards it as imperative that 
all signs and signals should be standardised, 
and suggests that only the Road Control 
Board should be allowed to crect signs in 
any place on road or pavement. 

As with road surfaces and construction, 
the paper states, a standard of road light- 
ing should be laid down for each division. 
Nothing would be lost in having a standard 
pattern lamp for each area, so that light- 
ing would indicate the type of district—say, 
the new green line lighting for “A” areas, 
gas light for ‘‘C”’ areas, and so on, The 
standard set up should ensure that in “ A”’ 
areas at least the lighting was sufficient to 
drive by without headlights. 

On main roads there is the practical diffi- 
culty that, if they were illuminated, the 
lighting would not be needed for long 
periods. . This could be overcome by using 
the ‘“‘ pad” principle now used for some 
automatic signals. The weight of the pass- 
ing vehicle could be used to switch the 
lights on and off as required in sections, The 
same principle could also be applied for 
dangerous spots in “C” and ‘‘ D”’ areas. 


CONGESTED AREAS 


At the present time litfle or no attention is 
given to the distribution of traffic in con- 

ested areas. By definite routes being laid 
a. between town and town and district 
and district a great deal of congestion could 
be avoided. Private motorists, and, indeed, 
most vehicles, usually follow tram and ‘bus 
routes, generally because alternative routes 
are not known. 

Alternative main road routes should be 
used for one-way traffic between towns 
wherever available, and the extension of the 
one-way principle in ‘‘A”’ areas is strongly

As far as possible, Mr. Harris suggests, 
walkers sian, not cross the roadway at all in 
“A” areas, but should use subways, and, if 
practicable, road bridges. If both these are 
impossible, then road crossings with proper 
signals should be established. 


PUBLIC TRANSPORT 


It is suggested that the reason subways 
are not popular is that t are not always 
as fresh smelling as they might be, and that 

are not compulsory. The first objection 

ld be easily corrected, and escalators at 
busy points would make the subways more 
attractive. Also, any new ones cut should be 
as direct as possible. Thirdly, the subways

Cabra (where its course is still open), and 
flowing down Grangegorman lane, under 
the old basin of the Roval Canal, Hen- 
rietta street, Bolton street, Halston strect 
and beneath Ormond Market, entering the 
Liffey opposite Fast Arran strect. The 
Baradogue added considerably to the pic- 
turesque aspect of the enclosyre of the 
medieval Cistercian Abbev of St. Mary. 
Prisoners in old Newgate Prison, Halston 
street, often listencd to the murmur of its 
song, for it coursed beneath that historic 
fortress, upon the site of which (St. 
Michan’s Park) it may still be heard. 


Captain |. Vernon 


A chance remark dropped the other day 
in conversation, apropos the lamentably 
near possibility of a war in Abyssinia, re- 
called to me the fact, which I had almost 
forgotten, that my very good friend, 
Captain Vernon, worked on the border 
between Northern Kenya and Abyssinia 
for some time after the Great War, before 
he returned to take over the position of 
manager and auctioneer for Messrs. R. J.

A “Defence of Wasps 


I do not know why the present summer 
has not brought the usual contingent of 
wasps, but up to the present the preserve 
and fruit dishes seem to be singularly free 
from these insects. On some people the 
sight of a wasp appears to produce the 
same effect as a red rag is supposed to 
have on a bull; they are not happy until 
they have made a vigorous effort to destroy 
it. When the persecuted insect turns and 
stings as a last resort no abuse is too 
strong for him: yet it is doubtful whether 
any wasp ever uses this weapon without 
dire provocation. There is, of course, 
something in the colour scheme of the 
insect which suggests pugnacity. I have 
sometimes suspected that certain football 
teams ‘nave adopted similar colours with 
a view to striking terror into their 
opponents. However that may be, the 
wasp has lately found a stout defender 
in the person of Mr. Warburton, entom- 
ologist to the Royal Agricultural Society 
of England. This expert alleges that the 
remarkable increase in Jeather-jackets this 
summer is mainly due to a scarcity of 
wasps. It appears that the wasp delights 
in the pursuit and slaughter of the 
‘“daddy-long-legs,”’ parent of the leather- 
jackets, who wreak such havoc on cricket 
pitches, golf greens and tennis lawns. 
Therefore, fewer wasps mean more leather- 
jackets, and it is even alleged that the 
recent immunity enjoyed by the “‘ daddy- 
long-legs’? may have had some detrimental - 
a sag iter we perfect wickets at which

A Mysterious Plague 


A correspondent writes to implore my 
help against a plague of mysterious 
insects, which seems to have descended on 
the unhappy town of Dungarvan. In ap- 
pearance, he says, they are somewhat like 
the ordinary ant, though much smaller. 
Food attracts them, and so. apparently, 
does heat; for they concentrate on the 
kitchens. There they remain in their 
thousands, sneering at the insecticides and. 
other weapons with which the house- 
holders are trying to reduce their num- 
bers. 

Can any reader suggest a way out of 
his predicament? As most of the usual 
remedies seem to have failed, the only 
thing I can think of is to stun the insects 
individually with a mallet, and probably 
their constitutions are strong enough to 
survive even that.

ete afterwards, at another crossing, 

when the lights went green a tramear, 
which was holding up the traffic behind it, 
failed to move. The points, apparently, 
were not fixed correctly for it, as it had 
to turn right. The conductor ran round 
to the points and fixed them. The tram- 
car started just as the lights went amber, 
but the rest of the traffic was unable to 
beat the lights. 

Perhaps it is wrong to blame the lights 
for these delays, as they were due really 


to the faults of two units in the traffic 


stream. It might be argued, however, 
that a modern system of traffic control is 
not suited to obsolete forms of traffic. 
The horse is a noble animal, but nowa- 
days his proper place is the Curragh or 
Baldoyle, and not the streets of a busy 
city. In England the tramcar has been 
regarded as doomed for many years now. 
In Ireland, too, it must eventually make 
way for less cumbersome and more flexible 
vehicles. i 

The automatic trafhc lights do, however, 
make crossings safer, particularly at night. 
Figures prove that to have been the case 
in England, and presumably Belfast has 
had the same experience, as the number 
of crossings with automatic lights is in- 
creasing month by month. A motorist in 
a hurry may at times consider the lights 
a nuisance ; but no motorist has the right 
to be in a hurry to such an extent that 
his driving may interfere with the safety 
of other road users. Appointments should 
not be cut so fine that they can only be 
kept by clipping minutes off the normal 
time for the journey to fulfil them. 


Jubilee 


BB year the Automobile Association 
celebrates its twenty-fifth year in Ire- 
land. It was in 1910 that the A.A. first 
commenced work in this country, and it 
has been very active in looking after 
motorists’ interests ever since,

Both sentences would be concurrent: - The 
prisoner, in view of the threats; would be 
ordered to give bail, himself in £5 and a 
surety of £5, to keep the peace for twelve 
months,or go to prison in default for an 
additional two months, .

During the debate in the House Mr. 
Wadsworth pointed out that ‘“‘ Italy is a 
great and powerful nation, while Ethiopia 
is uttely lacking in industrial resources. 
‘‘This resolution,” he said, ‘‘ is an open 
invitation to the ‘great and powerful 
nations to attack the weak.’’ He referred 
to Britain’s action in lifting the arms 
embargo when “' poor little China’’ com- 
lained during the Japanese occupation of 
fanchuria. | 

Mr.” McReynolds emphasised the 
objections to the mandatory aspect of the 
embargo section. The proposed legislation 
was likewise criticised on the ground that 
it does not include a ban on financial 
assistance to warring nations. But half-a- 
dozen members remarked: “ This is the 
best we can get.”’ 


FEW “NOES” 

Mrs. Rogers called the rushing through 
of neutrality legislation at the close of the 
session “ a most serious indictment of tn.s 
Administration.’’ But when the vote was 
taken there were few ‘‘ Noes ”' to be heard. 
Even those opposed to the resolution 
appeared to be convinced that if was a 
case of either this mandatory temporary 
measure or no neutrality legislation at all 
this session. 

The resolution, inspired by a desire to 
prevent the United States from being 
‘ dragged” into any war by trading with 


belligerents, provides for complete 
neutrality, leaving the President no 
discretion. 

While. ‘‘ mandatory ” embargo on ship- 
ments of arms and ‘munitions to 
belligerents expires at the end of 


February, the establishment of a licensing 
system for the manufacture and export of 
arms and munitions under Government 
supervision is to be permanent.

FAVOURS LEAGUE 


“TI favour a full utilisation of the 
League of Nations and the Permanent 
Court of International Justice for the pur- 
pose uí remuving the vauses of war, of 
settling disputes by peaceful means, and 
for stupping wars if possible after they 
have started. Like a great city where an 
—— of disease in a remote corner 
threatens every resident, an epidemic of 
war in a remote part of the world 
threatens every nation. Neutrality legis- 
lation may be helpful, but it is analogous 
to quarantine against disease: it does not 
deal with the cause. 

“The neutrality legislation just passed 
by the Congress of the United States will 
enable us to co-operate to that extent in 
any general undertaking to make em- 
bargoes on arms effective. In addition, 
however, I believe that the United States 
should co-operate as far as possible with 
other nations to preyent wars from start- 
ing. I hope our Government will take 
no action which will interfere with the 
effective use of sanctions, if deemed ad- 
visable by members vf the League. I 
feel certain that there 1s a powerful, if 
not dominant, support of this view among 
the people of America.” 

In answer to a question Senator Pope 
said that there was no analogy between 
his visit to London and that of Colonel 
House before the Great War.

A second chaining outrage—similar to 
that which took place in the same district 
about two weeks ago, when a man was 
chained to ornamental railings by armed 
captors in the Falls road area—was dis- 
covered near the entrance to St. Paul’s 
Church, Falls road, Belfast, during Mass 
yesterday morning, two men being found 
locked in chains to the railings. of the 
church. : 

The incident occurred at about 10.2u 
a.m., when the street was virtually | 
deserted and the church was thronged with 
worshippers. 

A party of men, some of whom, it. is 
understood, were armed with revolvers, 
suddenly made their appearance with two 
captive and chained young men in their 
midst. Bound together, the two men were 
quickly chained to the railings, the opera. 
tion being carried out so rapidly that 
within three or four minutes the party of 
men responsible had vanished from the 
street. 

When the congregation emerged from the 
church after the 10 a.m. Mass they saw 
the two men struggling with their chains. 
A large crowd surrounded them, and some 
of the people endeavoured to release them. 
Fventually a party of policemen from 
Springfield Road Barrack arrived on the 
scene, and after some difficulty set the 
men free.

AWARD OF THE SCOTT 
MEDALS 


A PLAN to Gaelicise completely the 
Civic Guard Dépót and Headguarters 
within two years was spoken of by Colonel 
E. Broy, Commissioner of the Civic Guard, 
at the tenth annual Aeridheacht held at 
the Dépót, Phenix Park, Dublin, yester- 
day. cers of the Army and the Civic 
Guard, together with well-known citizens, 
were present at the opening ceremony, and 
saw the Scott Medals for conspicuous 
bravery pinned on the breasts of four 
members of the force. The recipients 
were : — 

Detective Guard Timothy Mahony 
(2376), Barrack street, Waterford (gold 


medal). 
Guard Laurence Neill (5357), Bal- 
briggan, Dublin and Wicklow (gold 
medal). 


Guard John Ellis (462), Bridewell, Cork 
(silver medal). 

Guard Patrick Quinn (1700), Mullingar, 
Longford and Westmeath (bronze medal). 

The medals were presented to the men 
by the Minister for Justice (Mr. P. J. 
Ruttledge), who arrived with the Minister 
for Education (Mr. T. Derrig). They were 
met by Colonel Broy, and inspected a 
company of nearly 100 Irish-speaking Civic 
Guards from the Gaeltacht, under Super- 


intendent 8. O'Neill and Inspector 
Killeen. 
Colonel Brey then conducted the 


Ministers to the platform, over which 
hung the Tricolour and the Civic Guard 
flag. 

As the Ministers drew near. the Dépót 
Civic Guard Band, under the direction of 
Superintendent D, J, Delaney, played the 
‘“‘ Soldier’s Song,” and the large gathering 
stood to attention. 


THE PRESENTATION 


The Minister for Justice (Mr. P. J. 
Ruttledge), after presenting the medals, 
said: ‘‘ Commissioner, officers and men of 
the Garda Siochana, I desire once more 
to express deepest gratitude to the very 
generous donor through whose munificent 
thoughtfulness and interest in you we are 
enabled each year to make these awards 
for acts of conspicuous bravery. Reviewing 
the circumstances which secured the present 
awards, it must be conceded that they are 
fully deserved. Let us congratulate the 
recipients, and wish them the success which 
unselfish devotion to duty merits, 

While paying this richly deserved tribute 
to those brave men, I know that there is 
probably not a member of the force but 
would merit a similar award should the 
opportunity arise or the occasion demand. 
During the past year you have continued. 
often under the most trying conditions, to 
perform your duties faithfully and well. 


THE PEOPLE’S RIGHTS 


‘‘Recognising yourselves as the guardians 
of the people’s rights, you have assiduously 
directed your efforts and services in secur- 
ing peaceful conditions and the protection 
of their property for the citizens of the 
State. In the detection of crime you can 
claim to be superior to most nations and 
equal to any. Your splendid discipline 
and high morale has been well maintained. 
In the keeping of every member resides the 
honour of the Garda. I know each of you 
will guard it well.” (Applause.) 


GIVING AN EXAMPLE: 


The Minister for Education (Mr. F. 
Derrig) congratulated also the recipients 
of the medals and the officers and men on 
their new scheme to do their work com- 
pletely in Irish in the Gaeltacht. If every 
other Government department did as much 
as the Guards in the Pigg yey dis- 
tricts, he said that he felt sure the 
language movement would go ahead 
quickly. 

“ What is the reason that we are not 
going ahead more quickly,’’ asked the 
Minister. “ It is because we are not in 
earnest. We are not doing our best. Until 
we set to work and give a good example, 
we will not have the people behind us. If 
we show that we are in earnest, the people 
will certainly follow us. If the parents 
encourage the children, the children will 
do the work. 

“ It reflects great praise on the Guards 
to see them working so hard to revive the 
language, while at the same time doing 
their police duties.”’ 


IN TWO YEARS’ TIME 


Colonel Broy, Commissioner of the Civic 
Guard, said that the Irish-speaking, re- 
cruits, who were on parade that day, had 
been trained in Irish and taught to do 
their police duties through the medium of 
that language. Next month they would be 
in the Gaeltacht. If the Government con- 
tinued their good work for the revival of 
the language, and if all the other Irish 
language movements continued, it clearly 
showed that the Galltacht would soon be 
as Irish as the Gaeltacht itself. Long 
before that day came any member of the 
force who had not Irish would be of little 
use. 

“ We have met with such success here,”’ 
he proceeded, ''that we have planned to 
completely Gaelicise the Dépót and Head- 
guarters within two years, and to do it as 
far as possible with men already here. 


THE ACTS OF BRAVERY

INCIDENTS IN COUNTIES 
DUBLIN AND CORK 


Normally, only two gold medals are 
awarded each year, but on this occasion 
it was found impossible to distinguish 
between the respective merits of the two 
members who came to the top of the list. 
Both men earned their distinction out of 
the same incident, as did the recipient of 
the bronze medal. 

There were over twenty names for- 
warded, and great difficulty was ex- 
perienced in selecting the four names. 

On 20th October, 1934, Guard Mahony, 
stationed at Balbriggan, noticed two 
strange men pass outside the barrack in 
the direction of Dubluy «» With Guard 
Quinn and Guard Neill the three, in a 
car, stopped abreast of the two strange 
men. Seeing the Guards, each put a hand 
in his pocket as if to draw guns. 

Guards Mahony and Neill immediately 
jumped out of the car and questioned the 
men, one of whom made a motion as if to 
draw a revolver. 

Guard Mahony closed with the man, 
and the pair struggled fiercely. Mahony 
stumbled, and the man drew a revolver 
and was about to point it when the Guard 
jabbed him with his knee in the stomach, 
and a bullet which was fired missed him. 
Guard Quinn grabbed the man's hand, 
while Guard Mahony threw him to the 
ground and took him into eústodv. At 


the same time, Guard Neill closed with 


the other man, who pulling at his. 
pocket, and eventually, in spite of 
efforts of the Guard, drew a fully loaded 

Webley.

VICTOR FERGUSON 
KILLED 


THREE OTHER PERSONS 
‘ INJURED 


MOTOR accident, in which a well- 

known Belfast man, Mr. Victor Fer- 
guson, of Howard street and . 115 
Welmesmey avenue, Belfast, was killed, 
and Mrs. Livingstone, Lisburn, and two 
men from Ennis, County Clare—Mr. Ian 
Knox and Mr. Richard Baker—were 
badly injured, occurred about two miles 
from hr. mon on the main Belfast road, 
last night. 

Mr. Ferguson was driving a Singer 
Sports. Model, and had Mrs. Livingstone 
us a passenger. They were going from Bel- 
fast towards Ballymena. The two Ennis 
men were on a motor cycle, and it was 
stated that when they came out from 
behind another motor car their machine 
and Mr. Ferguson’s car collided. ‘The 
car was overturned, and Mr. Ferguson 
was killed instantly. 

Mrs. Livingstone, who was seriously in- 
jured, was conveyed to Masserrene Hos- 
pital, Antrim. 

Mr. Baker had both arms broken and 
a broken wrist, as well as superficial in- 
juries, while Mr. Knox suffered a broken 
nee-cap and a fractured skulJ.. His con- 
dition is serious. 

Mr. Victor Ferguson was one of the best- 
known motor agents in Ireland. He wasa 
brother of Mr. Harry Ferguson, another 
well-known member of the trade. He had 
been closely associated with the Ulster 
Automobile Club, particularly in its early 
years, and he had often competed in motor 
competitions. 

He was an official of the Ulster Grand 
Prix, which was held on Saturday. He 
drove the official car which opened the 
Clady course, 


GIRL CYCLIST KILLED 


DUBLIN MOTORIST 
 DETAINED

DUNDALK, Sunday Night. 

At 7.30 to-night Brigid Tuite (20), of 31 
St. Patrick's terrace, Dundalk, was killed 
while cycling from Blackrock, Co. Louth 
to Dundalk. 

Miss Tuite was cycling along with her 
young brother at the Green Gates turning, 
about three miles from Dundalk, and on 
the main Dublin road. 

She was turning on to the main road 
when a motor cay going towards Dublin 
struck her. The ‘girl was carried some 
distance on the car and was then thrown 
on the roadside. The motor car drove on. 

Peter McMahon, a motorist from Mount- 
pleasant, Dundalk, who was on the scene 
soon afterwards, found the girl terribly 
injured. He at once put the girl into his 
motor car and conveyed her to the Louth 
Infirmary at Dundalk, but on arrival there 
she was found to be dead. Her injuries 
included a fracture of the skull and of 
the right arm and right leg. 


POLICE ACTIVITY 


Following the occurrence there was con- 
siderable activity by the Civic Guards, who 
set out from Blackrock in motor cars, and 
travelled towards Dublin. 

Later in the night a young Duslin 
motorist and his car were taken to Anne 
Street Barrack, Dundalk.

The Times, in a leading article to-day 
says:—Currency and monetary policy 
Canada is not a provincial, but 
Dominion, concern. It is, therefore, 
likely that the extraordinary victory 
gained by the recently-formed Social 
Credit Party in Alberta will be followed 
by an attempt to give practical applica- 
tion to the theories of Major Douglas. In 
fact, Major Douglas, who has twice been 
invited to Edmonton to explain his 
views,. seems to have pointed out the 
Constitutional difficulties in the way. A 
Parliamentary Committee appointed last 
year to go into the question reported that 
no plan had been put forward which was 
practicable under the existing Constitu- 
tional conditions. But the Social Credit 
movement, young as it is, has already 
given rise to several sects, who are 
stigmatised ; s heretics by the followers of 
the orthodox doctrine, and the party 
which has just gained so triumphant a 
success in the provincial general election 
is admittedly heretical. 

Its leader, Mr. Aberhart, an eastern 
Canadian, who migrated West thirty years 
ago to become a successful schoolmaster 
and Revivalist preacher at Calgary, re- 


end, Father Coughlin and Senator Huey 
Long. If, in one way, he is more cautious 
than Dr. Townsend, only offering monthly 
dividends of twenty-five dollars, instead of 
pensions of 200 dollars a month, in another 
he is far more generous, for he would pay 
dividends to every adult citizen, whereas 
Dr. Townsend only vroposes to pension 
people over sixty. The party, which he 
founded only a few months ago, has now 
an overwhelming majority in the Pro- 
vincial Legislature, but the responsibility 
of power, to say nothing of the practical 
difficulties in the way, will probably im-

EVILS OF CLASS 
CONFLICT

LJ NEMPLOYMENT and its fonsequent. 

evils were discussed in a frank and 
helpful way on Saturday at. the outset of 
the discourses on social and agricultural 
matters organised over the week-end by 
Muintir na Tire (the People of the Land). 
The keynote of Saturday’s debate was 
given when ie Rev. J. M. Hayes, C.C. 
(Tipperary) said: ' We must at all costs 
get the young men off the street corners ; 
take the despair from their faces, and 
stop the demoralisation. It is a terrible 
system that is going to bring up a genera- 
tion doing nothing—whether you pay them 
or not.” 

He continued: ‘‘I have no hope in a 
back-to-the-land movement. No power on 
God's earth would bring the young nen 
back from the cities; but I have a grest 
faith in a stavon-the-land movement. 

Labour leaders, doctors, — solicitors, 
traders, farmers—people representative of 
most classes and most parts of the Free 
State—were at the gathering, whicn was 
the seventh organised by Mutntir na Tire, 
and was held at St. Colman's College, 
Fermoy. 


ALLOTMENTS SCHEME 
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Mr. Con Q’Donovan, during the even- 
ing, gave an address upon the Free State 
allotments scheme. He said that the allot- 
ments system could counteract to a great 
extent the loss of desire and aptitude for 
work resulting from dependence upon the 
State through the ‘dole’’ or home 
assistance. He appealed for the co- 
operation cf the clergy and charitable 
organisations in working the 1934 Allot- 
ments Act. 

As a result of Father Haves’s activities 
in Tipperary town, 517 allotments were 
being worked, though in the beginning 
there had been only one applicant. “ His 
ambitions to rescue the unemployed of 
Tipperary from idleness and its attendant 
dangers was attained through the allot- 
ments scheme,’’ said Mr. O'Donovan. He 
continued: ' In too many cases the 
families of unemployed persons who have 
not allotments live chiefly on bread and 
tea, and do not eat potatoes. Under the 
allotments scheme a plentiful supply of 
vegetables can be produced. H is not 
necessary to dwell on the great-importance 
of a vegetable diet for growing children. '' 

Dr. Foley (Kilmallock) declared that 
townsmen who for economic reasons had 
been placed on plots had held up the 
tottering bulk of the Roman Empire for 
two centuries. Those plot-Nolders corre- 
sponded to the allotment holders of to-day. 
The self-sufficiency of the plot-holders wis 
the important thing. The plot was small 
enough to be worked by the plot-holder 
alone, and big enough to support him and 
his family.” 

The Rev. J. M. Hayes said: ‘‘ A bit of 
property is the best guarantee that a man 
will not go wrong in his religion, or in his 
duty to his country. Why not give it to 


him? He is entitled to it. Do net de- 
nounce Communism: go and build up 
something better. We want local and

THE FARMER’S INCOME 


Professor J. Lyons, M.Sc., who also 
read a paper on Saturday evening, said 


' Í that the Irish countryside in general pre- 


m | sented a more ‘untidy and neglected 
“| appearance ” than that of England, Scot- 
Denmark and other European 


countries. The improvement of the farms 
and farmsteads had been limited by in- 
sufficient agricultural profits. Up to the 
end of the last century the rotten system 
of land tenure that existed in Ireland was 
such that if the tenant improved his land 
or home the landlord raised the rent, 
which was a very effective way of retarding 
progress. 

At present the net profit should be 
increased by about £1 per acre on an 
average farm to give the farmer a 
moderately decent living. That would be 
equivalent to an increase of about 30 per 
cent. in agricultural veers The farmers’ 
position might be slightly relieved also 
by giving them free medical and dental 
service. 

‘They might relieve themselves by 
better and more scientific methods of 
farming,’’ he added, and suggested that 
Muintir na Ture should organise rural 
debates on social and economic ‘topics, 
lectures on matters of interest to farmers,

AGRICULTURAL WAGES 


Dr. J. MePolin, B.Sc. (Limerick), said: 
A man who cannot work is not a true 
man here or hereafter. The Pope said in 
the last Encyelical that man was meant 
to work as the birds to fly. The tragedy 
of this country is that if the Government 
does not give a man work that he likes 
he says—‘' No, I won't do it, and the 
Government must keep me. '' 

Mr. J. Cahill (a Labour organiser) (Tip- 
perary) suggested that agricultural 
wages should be subsidised by the Govern- 
ment. The Government was at fault in 
not doing this now. He knew of cases 
where labour exchanges sent men for work 
to farms where they were offered ás. to 
5s. a week. Why should workless men 
leave the Government allowance of 12s. or 
15s. a week to do work at that wage? 

Dom David Maffei, O.S.B. (Belginm), a 
visitor, spoke of the diffusion of. scientific 
farming methods throughout Belgium, 
which had been done by a society in a 
few years.

day, a paper on food supply, with par- 
ticular reference te the farm, and public 
health, was read by Dr. T.. McNamara 
(Kilmallock). Any system of farming, he 
said, which failed to preduce all the food 
of the family, with the exception of an 
insignificant minimum, was economically 
unsound and bound to fail in the lon 
run. The present system, under which 
the ee of food bought virtually all 
the food he reqhired for his family from 
the shop, and confined his family to the 
production in ab of some articles 
which he did not require for the house- 


hold, but hoped to be able to market, was | 


not in teuch with reality, and, he thought, 
was breaking down. ‘Their main object 
was to stimulate the interest of the agri- 
cultural profession in dietetics and food 
production. . : 

Having dealt in detail with the functions 
of the various kinds of food, Dr. 
McNamara said that no one food was 
capable of supplying the materials for 
all the functions of the body. There was 
no such thing as a perfect food. Dealing 
with proteins, he said that they were the 
most important Kind of food, and there 
appeared to be a danger of shortage in 
that part of the diets in rural districts. 
The protein of milk was so good that it 
might be regarded as being in a class by 
itself. Skimmed milk or separated milk 
was just as rich in proteim as whole milk, 
and it was surprising how Hhittle was 
thought of skimmed or separated milk in 
this country. It was probably much 
better than new milk for most grown-ups. 
Cheese ‘was another source of this very 
excellent protein, and should on uo 
account be withheld from growing children. 
Ordinary whole-milk cheese was more than 
twice as valuable as beef, weight ' for 
weight, and even ‘cheese made entirely 
from separated milk had a higher food 
value than beef. Eight eggs, which 
weighed ‘roughly a pound, compared very 
badly with a pound of inferior meat as 
revards food value. At a halfpenny apiece 
evgs were about value for the money, but 
at 8d. per Ib. beef was good value. 


CO-OPERATION 


He contended that the farmer should pro- 
duce his own food, and he could get his 
meat by management, and good housekeeping. 
‘That implied co-operation between farmers 
and their families. They had not enough of 
that kind of cooperation in the country. Co- 
operative societies aimed at buying some- 
thing which the members could not afford 
singly. Four or five families might co- 
operate to eat a bullock or a sheep now and 
Such co-operation as that required 
the old neighbourliness of our grandfathers ; 
It required a spurt of Christian charity 
behind it, or it would not work. That was 
the spurt which animated the founders of 
Muintir na Tire, and which, he hoped, 
would animate again before long the whole 
of lreland. : 

Mr. J. J. Bergin (Athy) said that he con- 
sidered that vocational education should be 
compulsory for all women, and that a course 
of domestic science, after they had left 
school at the age of 14, would qualify them 
to cater properly and manage the household. 


EXAGGERATED 
NATIONALISM 
The Rev. E. J. Coyne, 8.J. (Tullamore), 


in the couse of an address on “ Vocational 
Organisation of Society,”’ said that the only 
answer to Communism was not violence, not 
persecution, not abuse, not even theoretical 
refutation, it was destruction of that evil 
soil and atmosphere in which alone it could 
live and grow. If we were not willing to 
do this in an energetic and effective way, we 
left outselves open to the accusation, just or 
unjust, that our attacks on Communism were 
more directed to preserving the evil social 
conditions of to-day for our own supposed 
profit than warding off any evils Communism 
con ained. 

nother thing which should not be 
identified with the common good was an 
exaggerated nationalism set before a people 


good; then gradually, bat inevitably, the 
whole ferce of public authority is used to 
make national values prevail at the expense 
of much more important and sublime values. 
We see it happening under our own eyes, 
noiably in two countries, where nothing is 
recognised as good or true unless it is tinged 


by national colours, culture, learning, 
economy, law, and. the last supreme 
blasphemy, a national” religion, which will 
soon worship the nation, just as Communism 


wors ips humanity. 


OCATIONAL GROUPS 


Proceeding, he said that in our present 
system it was next to impossible to make 
either employers or workers of a given enter- 
peise realise that their interests were 
more closely bound together than the in- 
terests of either employers or workers as a 
class; that for either to injure the other was 
to injure themselves at the same time; and 
that was the ultimate reason why “' voca- 
tional groups should be the units in economic 
organisation, not classes,” In the sociologi- 
cal sense of the word, the common interests 
of the vocational group included the peace, 
security, welfare, and the prosperity of each 
member of that group instead of having two 
classes, employers and employed, fighting 
each to down the other. We had the two 
working in harmony for a definte end to 
secure full justice to each and to the whole 
community. The only reason for any indi- 
vidual or class to fear such an arrangement, 
or to me it, was that that individual or 
class did not really wish for justice, but 
preferred to take the chance of getting less 
than justice if he or it had also the chance 
of sometimes getting more than justice. 
Such an attitude was immoral, inhuman and 
unsocial, and should not be tolerated im 
civilised society. 


EVIL OF INDIVIDUALISM 


When Pope Pius XI. analysed our present 
day social organisation he found not eapi- 
talism,- but the ‘‘ evil of individualism” re- 
sponsible for the disorder and confusion 
which are so obvious. The answer to the 
question as to what must be done to restore 
society to its natura! perfection to make 
authority secure, private property inviolate, 
but socially fruitful and beautiful, and a 
just wage possible was given by the Pope 
when he stated :— 

“The aim of social policy must be the 
re-establishment of vocational groups. There 
cannot be a question of any perfect cure 
unless this opposition of the ‘classes’ be done 
away with and weli-org..nised members of the

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SURPRISE MOVE BY 
SENATE 
HITCH OVER COTTON 
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From REUTER'8 CorresPpoNnDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Sunday. 


An unprecedented last-minute tussle 
between. the Senate and the House 
of Representatives has postponed the ac- 
journment of Congress just as it seemed 
that eleventh-hour efforts to pass all im- 
portant. legisiation before their holiday 
were going to be successful. 

Early is morning the adjournment 
resolution was returned to the Senate at 
their request, only a few minutes before 
Congress. would have adjourned auto 
matically. The resolution was rescinded 
without recording a vote. Senator Robin- 
som, Democratic leader, then moved that 
the. Senate should go into recess until 
Monday noon, and this was also carried 
without objection. 

The hitch arose over the Senate’? 
surprise decision to allow cotton-growers 
a 12 cents a lb. loan, contrary to the 
ANAministration’s wishes, and to institute 
a new wheat loan of 90 cents a bushel, 
These were to be amendments to the third 
Deficiency Bill, 


A CONFERENCE 


The House has refused to accept them, 
-and has warned the Senate that, in view 
of the approach of the adjournment, the bill 
would die unless they were eliminated. <A 
lengthy conference between Vice-President 
Garner, Senator Robinson, Senator Byrnes 
(author of the Cotton Loan Amendment), 
Mr. Joseph Byrns (Speaker in the House), 
and Mr, Buchanan (Chairman of the 
House Appropriations Committee) had 
previously failed to solve the deadlock. 
Mr. Buchanan made an impassioned 
speech in the House against the amend- 
ments, and asserted that the Senate amend- 
ments had increased the total bill for this 
session from $93,000,000 to $500,000,000. 


Congress has, however, managed to put 


through a commendable quantity of 
eleventh-hour legislation. The following 
bills passed into law last night after

(1) The amended Utilities Bill, which 
provides for a modified death sentence on 
utility holding companies. It instructs 
the Seeurities Exchange Commission to 
dissolve all utility holding companies as 
soon as. is practicable after January Ist, 
1958, except those operating single 
integrated systems, or. that can prove 
economies are not otherwise obiainable.

This increases 
estate taxes on a graduated scale, levies 
gift taxes approximating to three-fourths 
of the estate taxes, imposes graduated in- 
come taxes on corporations, increases the 
present tax of 1 per cent. on capital stock 
issues to 1.40 per cent., levies a graduated 
tax on excess profits, and increases the 
individual surtax. 

(á) The resolution ratifying the Dallas 
Oil compact, by which the chief oil pro- 
ducing States agree to limit the production 
of crude oil. 

(4) The Liquor Control Bill, which 
establishes a new Alcohol Commission 
under the control of the Treasury, re- 
placing the Federal Agency torpedoed 
re N.R.A. was adjudged unconstitu- 
ional, 


PRESIDENT’S APPEAL 


The preparation of legislation for next 
session ‘preserving permanently to the 


nation such social and economic 
advantages as. were gained through 
previous emergency enactments,’’ — in- 


cluding the N.R.A., is urged by President 
Roosevelt in identical letters he has 
addressed to the Chairmen of the Senate 
Finance Committee and the House Ways 
and Means Committee. 

In the letters the President declares 

that since the invalidation of the N.R.A., 
investigation has disclosed that, in spite 
of the praiseworthy efforts of many em- 
pleyers to maintain the standards of 
employment, there have been indications 
of a tendency towards the serious impair- 
ment of established standards by a 
minority. .. 
Mr. Roosevelt states that in the course 
of the adjournment he will call into con- 
ference representatives of industrial 
managements, of labour, and of con- 
sumers, in the hope that ‘‘discussion will 
create among them general agreement as 
to the best means of accelerating 
industrial recovery and the elimination of 
unemployment.”

LIFE SENTENCE FOR 
MURDER OF WOMAN

T was officially announced in Chester on 
Saturday that William Dobson, the young 
‘Chester fisherman, who was sentenced to 
death at Chester Assizes on June 20, 1928, 
for the murder of Hannah White, wife of 
another fisherman, is to be .released next 
June, after serving eight years of his. life 
sentence, This decision was made known in 
a communication from the Home Office, sent 
to Mr. Hugh Duttan, solicitor; of Chester, 

A petition for Dobson’s' release was signed 
‘by the Mayor, the Sheriff, almost all of the 
city councillors, a number of magistrates, and 
other prominent citizens of er. The 
Home Secretary has given consideration to 
the case, and has decided that, subject to 
his. continued good conduct and industry, 
Dobson should be released on licence after 
he has served a term of eight years. That 
means that Dobson will, in all probability, 
be released in June of next year. 

A reporter called at, Dobson's house and 
informed his wife. Last week she received 
a letter from her husband saying that he 
hoped to be with her next June. Mrs. Dobson 
said: “It is good to hear the official news. 
I feel very happy. TUT know Willie will be 
anxious to get out to work and to help with 
the fishing." 

In the home also lives Dobson's two 
children, his aged father, who is. nearly 
eighty, and his brother, James. 


TRIAL EVIDENCE 


At Dobson’s trial the skull .of his victim 
was produced. The jury accompanied its 
verdict of guilty with’ a strong: recommenda- 
tion to mercy, FA 

Evidence had shown that. the. woman. he 
killed with a hammer had ‘laboured under 
the unfounded obsession that Dobson had 
been responsible for the drowning of her 
nephew. Goaded by her persistent taunts, 
he committed the murder. There was astrong 
recommendation to mercy by the jury, and 
subsequently a petition was signéd by 17,000 
people for his reprieve, which was granted 
on July 23, 1928. The appeal of Dobson 
against sentence of death was dismissed a

HOUSE HUNGER IN 
DERRY 


HEALTH OFFICIAL’S 
INDICTMENT

From OUR CORRESPONDENT. 
DERRY, Saturday. 


“There are many houses in occupation un- 
fit’ for human habitation, the occupants of 
which have no other alternative than to 
shelter in circumstances disgraceful to our 
civilisation.”’ 

This is an extract from the report of Dr. W. 
R, Abernethy, MedicalSuperintendent Officer of 
Health, in which the Derry Corporation is 
taken to task for its alleged failure to tackle 
the city’s housing 
demands for remedial action. 

The report states :-——Overcrowding still is a 
marked featur2 and housing shortage is an 
outstanding deficiency in working class dis- 
tricts. Many families ate compulsorily con- 
fined to cnle-team accommodation, and the 
conditions under which they are obliged to 
live are often sordid. Owing to the derelict 
conditions of these buildings it is not feasible 
for this department to effect even temporary 
repairs. In several areas houses have been 
erected by private enterprise, but the num- 
bers are totally inadequate to deal with the 
congestion. Until the “problem is tackled 
by the local authority on a general basis this 
outstanding need must remain an unfulfielled 
obligation. 

The report records a' general increase Ín 
the common infectious diseases during the 
year, but only a small percentage of the 
population were affected. 

The statistics in regard to tuberculosis 
show favourable progress in the lefforts to 
combat the disease. 

Dr. Abernethy complains that various 
schemes submitted during the year dealing 
with matters of vital importance to the health 
of the citizens were not adopted.

Shop-lifting is a nasty canker ‘in the life 
of the modern store, Mr, G. Stuart Chiesman 
of Chiesman and Co., Lewisham, London, said 
in an address at the thirteenth Summer School 
of the Drafiers’ Chamber of Trade, which 
concluded at Oxford on Saturday. 

The man who breaks a shop window and 
steals a loaf for his starving family gets three 
months, he added. If you bána your car too 
long in the street you get fined; but when 
a shop-lifter appears in court her solicitor 
immediately arr up and says that she is 
suffering from il health or nerves, and she 
very often gets away with it. These women 
are nothing less than common thieves. It is 
sometimes argued by the solicitor that they 
yield to a sudden temptation. That is rot! 
The woman who is convicted of taking one 
article has probably picked up forty or fifty, 
but, has put them down because someone is 
looking at her. 

The magistrates probably think that stores 
can afford 4 little ig ii - and still pay 
their myicences but they forget that the 
buyer of the department concerned is respon- 
sible to the directorate for showing a profit on 
his departtient, and if that p is stolen 
away by pilfering he very. soon gets the sack. 

What can the assistants do to stop it? In 
many” big stores there are house detectives 
whom the assistants can call by a series of 
lightning signals. If the assistant is quite 
sure that the customer has taken something 
he should follow her round and. call the de- 
tective’s attention.

112th Frontier Force Regiment (Queen Vic- 
toria’s Own Corps of .Guides), was 
wounded in the leg ; 4 British other ranks 
of the Duke of Wellington's Regiment 
were wounded. The British Mountain Ar- 
tillery lost five Indian other ranks killed. 
and twenty wounded. 
. The lashkar of Mohmands sustained 
considerable casualties from the Nowshera 
Brigade and the Royal Air Force during 
operations against the outlaw Chimnai and 
his associates. The latter recently in- 
vaded Lower Mohmand territory and 
damaged the Gandab road. 

The advancing troops encountered stub- 
born opposition on Friday, but the lashkar 
is now considerably reduced hy casualties 
and withdrawals. During the advance 
considerable long-range sniping was ex- 
perienced, but the hostile fire ceased when 
Dand Banda was reached and occupied by 
the Nowshera Brigade column. : 

Most of the Mohmand lashkar have dis- 
nm The leading outlaws and fire- 
brands have gone North to consult Haji of 
Turangrai, the notorious trans-border agi- 
tator. 

On Saturday night all was quiet, and 
this morning the British troops advanced 
from Dand to Ghalanai, encountering only 
slight opposition. The hostile lashkar is 
said to be considering suing for peace. ‘The 
Air Force was again in co-operation with 
the troops to-day.

Cherished habits, he said, must be given 
up, and no lowering of taxation could be 
qxpected. Some critics, he admitted, had 
condemned the Government’s policy ol 
borrowing money on short-term for its 
work-providing schemes, of which Ger- 
manv’s re-armament was a part. 

‘The repayment of the funding of these 
short-term debts,’’ von Krosich continued. 
‘is a task whose magnitude and difficulty 
should certainly not be minimised. Such 
Budgetary.tasks can only be carried out 
by sacrificing cherished habits and 
cherished tasks which .one may have set 
oneself. We must concentrate on the 
great politica] task which the leader has 
set us. Old-fashioned thrift will once 
more come to the fore.’’ 

After describing how Frederick the 
Great had been thrifty to the point of self- 
denial, but had always lavished money on 
the Army and on farm settlement, the 
Minister said: ‘‘A similar policy must 
be carried through to-day under stern 
leadership.” 

Herr von Krosich then turned to tho 
problem of fundine the short-term debts. 
“This process of funding,” he said, 
“commenced with a 500 million marks 
savings bank loan in the spring of this 
year, and this policy will be continued, as 
has been seen from recent events.”

A pilot was injured when his machine 
crashed during the second day's flying 
yesterday at the British Glidmg Associa- 
tion’s meeting at Sutton Bank, near 
Thirsk, North Yorkshire. 

Mr. J. F. Harris, of Belfast, a member 
of the Ulster Gliding Club, was circling 
over the landing ground when the machine 
nose-dived and fell from a height of fifty 
feet. 

It was found that Mr. Harris’s leg was 
fractured, he had cuts on the head, and 
was suffering from shock. He was taken 
to Thirsk Hospital. 

The machine was completely wrecked.

Amid such circumstances 
Lord Salisbury’s memorable words and 
doctrine should be our guide.”
